at that time was Father Charles E. Coughlin, whose address was the 
sane ag that given for the corporation. Tha first Board of Directora 
was comprised of Father Coughlin, Eugenia Burke and Amy Collins. 
Father Coughlin was appointed as Resident Agent in the original 
Articles of Incorporation, ani was supplanted in that capacity by 
Catherine Wileon on August 16, 1939.

At that time Mr. Schweinhaut requested advice as to whether the 
Bureau had conducted any particular investigation into the activities of Father 
Coughlin, and he was advised that the investigation presently being made by this 
Bureau had been initiated upon the request of the State Department, with the 
approval of the Attorney General. However, the Department had never outiined 
any Specific investigation that they considered desirable, nor indicated that . 
they were intending prosecution under any specific statute. It was pointed out | 
to him that a lengthy memorandum had been addressed to the Attorney eral, 
summarizing the most obnoxious statements contained in the periodical Social 
Justice," and that the reports available with reference to the inquiries per- 
taining to Father Coughlin had been furnished to thé Criminal Division. 





Schweinhaut and Mahoney, the latter on loan from the Special Defense

He also requested а set of the issues of "Social Justicett,magazines 
Since December 7, 1941, and copies of any speeches made by Father Coughlin 
before he ceased his radio broadcasts, the latter to be used as material for 
cross-examination at the above-mentioned hearing. 


It was pointed out to Schweinhaut that to launch an inquiry to determine 
whether "Social Justice!" had gone to military or naval establishments was in the 
nature оў a fishing expedition to substantiate action already taken. Не readily 
admitted that this was true and did not request any specific inquiries other than 
a check to see if such material was available. Schweinhaut was advised that where 
the material he requested was available it would be forwarded to the Department at 
the earliest possible date, 


Supervisor Flinn, upon the instructions of Mr. Kramer, contacted the 
Detroit Fieid Office at 9:30 Р.М. on this date, and at 12:00 Noon on Aprii 23, 
1942, and discussed this case with Agent McFadden and SAC J. S. Bugas, respectively. 
SAC Bugas advised that their investigation had not reflected any concerted plan, 
ог for that matter isolated instances, where "Social Justice" had been intentionally 
directed to military or naval establishments. He indicated, however, that probably 
an intensive investigation would reflect that many registrants under the Selective 
Service Act were the recipients of "Secial Justice." He was not requested to 
initiate any inquiry in the latter regard. 


Through recent contacts made oy Special Agent R. T. Ross, the bulk 
mailing list of "Social Justice!" has been secured, It comprises approximately 
1,300 names and is being sent to the Bureau immediately by cover letter, with 
a set of "Social Justice" magazines since December 7, 1941. A complete in- 
dividual mailing list of "Social Justice" is also being secured, and because of 
its voluminous nature will be retained at the Detroit Field Office for such 
disposition as may be necessary at a later date. The additional facts developed 
by the Detroit Office, with reference to the activities of Father Coughlin and 
the publication of "Social Justice", are being incorporated into a report 
immediately, so that the Bureau will be fully advised as to the complete in- 
vestigation conducted to date. 


In conclusion, SAC Вираз advised, with reference to Bureau letters re- 
questing an opinion as to a technical surveillance, that such a surveillance 
would be impracticable, since Father Coughlin's service is through a small ex- 
change and he maintains a private switchboard, with private wires, and their 
usual arrangements for this sort of surveillance cannot be applied. In view of 
his statements this matter is not being given further consideration at this time. 


In view of the action of the Post Office and the fact that the Attorney 
General has advised "Social Justice" is going to be the subject of investigation 
by the Propaganda Grand Jury now convened in Washington, D. C., and being handled 
ру Attorneys Maloney and Hickey of the Department, the foliowing suggestions are 
set forth:

ACTION TAKEN: 


Supervisor Flinn has reviewed the Christian Front file and extracted 
therefrom copies of all available speeches which were made by Father Coughlin 
during the spring of 1940. Copies of. these speeches are being transmitted to 
the Department by cover memorandum. Тре Department is also being advised that 
the Bureau does not possess any information that "Social Justice" was inter- 
tionally or otherwise directed to military or naval establishments, or to men 
in the Armed Forces, with а definite plan of encouraging disunity, or for any 
other purpose. 


FURTHER ACTION RECOMMENDED: 


Upon receipt of the set of "Social Justice" magazines distributed 
since December 7, 1941, and the bulk mailing list, copies will be forwarded 
to the Department. All future investigative reports will also be submitted. 


At the time this latter material is sent to the Department, it is 
recommended that the Bureau go on record as stating that no further investiga- 
tive steps are being taken in this case, pending а specific request of the 
Department as to the exact inguiries desired. The basis for the Bureau's 
withdrawal of investigation would be that the Post Office Department has taken 
action against "Social Justice," by banning it from the mails, and that Father 
Coughlin and "Social Justice" magazine are being investigated by grand jury. 
Consequently, it would be a duplication of effort to continue the inquiry 
until such time as a definite outline of what is desired is made by the De- 
partment and the outcome of the grand jury proceedings is known, If you 
approve the memorandum transmitting the material to be sent in from Detroit 
will include a statement to the above effect.

This is to advise the Bureau that Mr. MYRON ST“6TEINBERG, who was formerly 
connected with thesMorris Press Incorporated, Detroit, Michigan, in company 
with his brother, MORRISNSTEINBERG, advised Special Agent Earl J. Wynn on 
the occasion of a recent Visit to this office that his company had the соп- 
tract to print*WSocial Justice" from February, 1938, to February, 1939; that 
Father COUGHLIN canceled the contract after it had been in operation nine 
weeks; that this forced the Morris Press incorporated into bankruptcy and 
immediate suit was brought against Father COUGHLIN which was settled by the 
Trustee in Bankruptcy for $12,500. Mr. MYRON STEINBERG stated that during 
the life of the contract he was rather curious to know whether or not Father 
COUGHLIN would be able to pay the printing bill inasmuch as it ran from $7500 
to $7800 per week: that in March, 1938, he, MYRON S. STEINBERG, together with 
his brother, MORRIS, discussed this matter with STANLENX BOYNTON of Мігсазіега, 
incorporated, Detroit, Michigan. Mr. BOYNTON was more or less the radio manager 
for Father COUGHLIN's programs, and STEINBERG said that BOYNTON revealed in his 
conversations that in the summer of 1937 Father. COUGHLIN had made a trip to 
England and that incognito he had left England and visited Europe; that BOYNTON 
made the remark that he went incognito to see the big man of Germany and indi- 
cated definitely in this conversation that the money for the printing of 
"Social Justice! was perhaps coming from this "big man of Germany." Mr. MYRON 
S. STEINEERG further said that BOYNTON, coincidental with furnishing the above 
information, made the remark, "You can draw your own conclusions." і

Mr. MYRON S. STEINBERG said that he had been following the publicity in the 
press concerning the Grand Jury investigation of the alleged seditious material 
being published in "Social Justice" and that he had noted that STANLEY BOYNTON 
was not called as а witness. He thought that perhaps he should be in view of 
the information set out above. Mr. STEINBERG further said that his brother, 
MORRIS STEINBERG, was inclined to furnish that information set out above to the.

The unconfirmed story as to what 
transpired is that on one broadcast she dealt in considerable detail with the excel- 
lence of conditions in Germany, particularly descritine a banquet which she had 
attended and had been served champagne, the best of reats and other luxuries, Bub- 
sequent to this broadcast the American short wave radio rebroadcast Jane Anderson's 
speech back to Cermany and it was alleped that this was not considered rood for the 
underfed German populace. Іп any event it is reported that she has not made апу 


further broadcasts. 


With reference to Barnes, referred to nereinbefore, tnis ваше source 
voiced the opinion that Farnes in reality is Uajor James Strachey Marnes, з sritish 
subject, born in Simla, India, on September 7, 1892. Не obtained his education in 
England and fought in the British army in the first world “аг, where he rose to the 
rank of Vajor. Following the world Var he was attached io the British Foreign Office 
Delegation at the Paris Реасе Conference. After severing this affiliation, he became 
а journalist and wes a foreign correspondent for Reuters, British news arency, іп 


India and Eritrea, 


It was stated that it was not known exactly when rajor Barnes became a 
Fascist, but that in 1927 and 1929 he was Secretary General of the International 
Centre of Fascist Studies at Lausanne, and in 1938 ne was an honorary member of the 
Ttalian National Fascist Party. “адог Carnes served as correspondent for Reuters 
With the Italian army during the Abyssinian war, and was во well thourht of by the- 
Italian covernment thai ne was made Comander of the Order of the Crown of Ttaly. 


Major Barnes is married to an Italian woman, which, in the oninion of the 
informant, may have influenced his рго-Казсізт to some extent. In any event, in- 
reporting the Abys: nian war, he was nrone to consider the Ttalian репега15 аз neroes 
and geniuses and t.. Italian soldiers as inspired by a mystic faitn in their mission | 
of civilization, while he considered the Abyssinians to be derraded and treacherous.

Іп 1938, Major Barnes traveled to the United States where he alleredly 
delivered propaganda lectures, in which he spoke for the Italian Fascist rovern- 
ment. Some of the statements he made are considered interesting by the informant 
in light of what is known of the Axis powers. These statements as enumerated by 
the informant are as follows: 


He supported italian intervention in Spain. 


He maintained that Hitler would be justified in making demands on 
Czechoslovakia. 


He referred to Mussolini as the "European Architect of Peace" and a 
proper person to be riven the Nobel peace prize. 


He has claimed that during the first war and ever since, he has realized 
| the failure of democracy to function. In October 1938, he was quoted аз say- 
| ing "І approve of democracy only where it succeeds; there is an awful iot of 
sham about democracy." 


In ihe fall of 1940, Majer Barnes was living in Italy and at that time he 
prepared an article which he attempted to have published іп the Asia magazine. Не 
maintained in this article that Italy had not "stabbed the Allies in the back" when 
she declared war on the Allies, and further if there was any "stabbing in the back” 
it was done by the Allies after the first orld War. 


He also defended Italian conquests in Africa and claimed that "Lybia has 
become the only Mohammedan land under European domination where the population can 
look forward confidently to a prosperous future апа is reconciled to its conquerors."

Italian imperialism. 


This same source advised that іп 1939, Гадог Barnes nad been reported us 
writing for Father Coughlints "Social Justice," and in doing so was describe: as 
a foreign correspondent. His articles were allegedly pro-hazi and actually Suprested 
that Nazi paranism would be an assistance to the Catholic Church in firhtine atheism 
and agnosticism. He further contended that a victory for the Axis would be less harm- 
ful for the Church than a victory for the Allies,

determined therefrom that the "People's World," Communist Party organ, San Francisco, 
California, dated October 20, 1938, published an article entitled "Reveal Entry of 
3trachey's Fascist Kin." This article reported the fact that John Strachey, inglish 
writer, had been denied admittance into the United States, whereas, at the same time, 
hia cousin, Major James Strachey Barnes, an Englishman with definite Fascist views 
was admitted to this country without question. The "People's Vorld" reported that 
this inconsistency had been called to the attention of the President by sixteen lead- 
ing American authors, headed by Donald Ogden Stewart, president of the League of 
American Writers. It was further stated that Major Earnes, upon his arrival in the 
United States, stated that there is "an awful lot of sham about democracy." : 


The letter presumably addressed to the President called attention to the 
fact that the two Britons had come to this country to present divergent views on Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain's policy of collaborating with the Fascist nations. ` Both 
were reported to be from the same family; petitioned simultaneously for entry into 
this country and had their visas approved. It was then contended Major Parnes was a 
supporter of иг. Chamberlain, an avowed Fascist, and an honorary member of the Italian 
Fascist Party. John Strachey, mentioned hereinbefore, was described as one of the | 
world's most distinguished anti-Fasciat writers, who held that the democra ic nations 
should resist the aggressors, 


In the recent investigation of Viola Bodenschatz, which resulted in her 
plea of guilty to a violation of the Hecistration Act, a diary for tbe year 1939. 
was secured. Іп the final pages of tnis diary, marked "Xemorandum," various 
miscellaneous information was set forth, including & list of foreign and American 


lecturers. Among those listed was Uajor James Strachey Barnes (Italy and London]. 


In the event any additional information with reference to Major Barnes is 
secured it vill be brought to your attention immediately for whatever assistance it 
may be in the instant case, 


with reference to your reouest for an investigation regarding the авяосіа- 
tion of Jane Anderson and Barnes with Father Coughlin and "Social Justice," your 
attention із directed to the fact that neither Anderson nor Barnes is presentiy 
in this country. Іп addition, practically all of the employees of "Social Justice" 
have already been issued subpoenas to appear before the grand jury presentiy being 
conducted in the District of Columbia. Any investigation that could be expected to 
produce results would necessarily entall an approach to persons already subpoenaed 
before the ггапа jury, to Father Coughlin, or an examination of the records of "Social 


Justice" by Agents of this Bureau. This investigation in other words would be a dupli- 


cation of the inquiries presently being carried on through prand jury testimony, and 
it is suprested that this entire matter could best be clarified by questioning those 
persons most likely to know of the true relationship while under oath before the 


grand jury.

The newspaper "PM" for March 17, 1944, (copy attached), carries 
considerable pubiicity of а rather sensational nature relative to 

Father Coughlin and his. alleged continued seditious activity. Beginning 
on page З а lengthy article appears tracing Father Coughlints activities 
back to 1936 purportedly in an effort to show that he is a Fascist and a subversive 

and has done a lot against the war effort. Furthermore, on page 2 of the paper, 
something of an editorial, in the form of a plea addressed to the Attorney General, 

is set forth petitioning the Attorney General to prosecute Father Coughlin for sedition. 


The basis of this charge and plea is a statement to the effect that during 
the current Lenten Season Father Coughlin n been delivering sermons at bis Royal Oak, 
michigan Church and ‘allegedly giving expression to seditious statements. "РМ" says 
that Victor Riesel, a reporter for the New York Post, covered one of these sermons and 
терә шей Father Coughlin ғ as having stated "It. matters not what military force wins the 
war. TE 1s noted that neither Rie sel ror "РМ" explain the general text of Father 
Coughlin's sermon or advance other details as to the comments surrounding this 
alleged 00 ۶۹ see on the part of ‘Father جح‎ ir. 


Aside from this reported "expose" it is noted that since the spring of 1942 

‘the Bureau has received no substantial information to indicate that Father Coughlin 
has been engaged in any possible seditious activity or, for that matter, in any 
extended activity of any type whatsoever, You will recall that іп Мау of 1942, 
Father Goughiints pubiication "Social Justice!" was banned from the mails by the Post 
Office Department. Prior to that time the Bureau had conducted considerable inquiry 
concerning the priest and of course all of this information was sent to the Criminal 
Division. .The Criminal Division did not indicate that any prosecution was warranted 
and when Father Coughlin's publication was panned from the mails and he otherwise 

became inactive, the case was closed, that is, in the spring of 1942. 


ACTION -- This publicity is being brought to your attention as a matter of 
information and inasmuch as the Department has not indicated that prosecutien.ol. .— е. 
Coughlin is justified and has not requested further investigation, no further action f) 
is contemplated. It is noted that the publicity in "PM" is directed to the Attorney 7

The principal theme followed by Father Coughlin dering his three 
sermons dealt with the Resurrection and the fact that the Resurrection in 
itself proved the divinity of Christ. In mentioning the fact that in the 
Goepel story, most people did not expest the Resurrection to occur, Father 
Coughlin stated that these people did not realise that the Resurrection had 
been predicted by the prophets. Continuing this theme father Coughlin stated 
that these people did not know their “oonetitution® ыз! to this extent were 

. similar to most Americans who do not know the constitution of their om 
` country. Іп concluding his reearks concerning the Reserrection, Father Coughlin 
observed that all great men, both in ancient and sedern times, had one thing 
in comecn—they all died and only Christ came from the dead to live again, 





Father Coughlin spent some time explaining the "differences between 
Christ and Lenin, stating in essence that Christianity stands for the brother 
hood of man and love and for freedom, while Marxism stands for fratricide, hate 
and slavery. 


In talking on the айкас quality of truth Pether Coughlin obeerred 
that Christ was truth and truth was Christ, and that “they вау keep Christ and 
trath out of the milie sohoois, the Atlantic Charter and the Teheran Conferensze;

Nothing was more likely than 
that the eggs that were thus taken 
to church and blessed should be set 
aside ۶و‎ marked in a special way. 
Usually such eggs were colored red 
to symbolize the joy of Easter. From 
this we got the eustom of coloring 
eggs. 


Perhaps, therefore, one ought not 
get too &ngry when the egg dye 
spills and clothes are stained during 
ihe egg coloring orgies that go on in 
most homes. The custom is quite 
venerable and means more than we 
think. It means even more than a 
spilled bottle of egg dye. 


Many legends and stories grew up 
in Europe about where the colored 
eggs came from. One story that 
was told to European children was 
that the eggs went to Rome on Holy 
Thursday with the bells, and came 
back again with them on Holy Sat- 
urday when they were rung for the 
first time at the Gloria in the Mass.

— The game of "egg-picking" is still 
practiced in many parta of the Unit- 
ed States, when the children each 
select an egg and іту the strength 
of the shells by striking the ends 
together.

Back in the old days of our Cath- 
olic ancestors, ns far back, m fact 
as the fifth century, the Lenten fast 
waa far more severe than it is now. 
Some of the old chronicles tell us 
that people refrained irom eating 
not only meat, but anything that

for example. Besides, in some parts 
of Europe the faithful were required 
to abstain from shell fish and from 
any fruit that had а hard shell— 
nuts, for instance. This naturally 
made it preity difficult for these 
people, and although they were far 
hardier than we are, and could take 
it, 1 imagine that by the time Lent 
was over they were ready іс eat 
almost anything. ۱ 
And so the eustom arose of taking 
such things as eggs, milk, meats, 
and the.like to church and having 
them Blessed by the priest. They 
were usually offered for this bless- 
ing at the Offertory of the Mass, 
and were then taken home and 
eaten at the Easter breakiast. When 
you eat ham and eggs on Easter 
morning (that is, assuming you have 
sufficient points for the ham), you 
can think of your ancestors in the 
faith who hadn't so much as 8 
taste of such things for forty days. 
Gradually, the custom of taking 
foodstuffs to the church on Easter 
morning died out.

Coughlin spoke about а book written by one Kirchner titled ' One 
Hundred" and published by G.P. Putnam & Son ор Now York City. He «aid that 
this man Kirchner is recognised as one of the foremost men in біз field 
and ів head of the International Committee fer Child Refugees, that in 
this book Kirchner revals what is happening to the chilûren of Europe; 
that the boast of the Nazis that they would become the superior race 15 
coming true; that the Germans are not starving, freezing ог dying from lack 
of food. Тіву don't lack medicines or clothing. That the people of the 
сопавагед nations are starving because we, the Americans, refuse to nelp 
them. Coughlin said that we can't win a war by starving the people we are 
fighting to help. He warned that in a few years the people of Europe and 
other continents will hate us. They will blame us instead of Germany for 
their euffering. He quoted Kirchner ав saying that in some parts of France 
that 70% of the children have consumption, Coughlin cited starvation in 
India, Greece and France. He warned that it will be usááess to win the war 
if we loge the peace. i 

Coughlin spoke of the 3 ages of man and divided them as follows: 

(1) Greco-Roman- lasting from 500 to 850 A.D. This area built marvel- 
ous building but was marked by slavery of the many to the few. 

(2) Christian Age- lasting from 850 to 1450 A.D. Christianity сапе 
out of its Catacombs . Mighty Cathedrals were built, great arts flourished 
along with great artists, wonderful poets, fine musicians, etc. This waa 
terminated by the Crusades then started to win the Holy Land from the 
Moslems but the Moslens beat the crusaders. 

(3) Materislism was the last culture, dating from 1529 to 1939. The 
Schigm developed in the Church. This age produced Fukton, Beli, Wright 
brothers, and Edison. It was the age of invention. These men announced that 
this would be the age that would free men from slavery. 1% was the greatest 
machine age in history. But along with the machinery existed depressions 
the like of which were never witnessed in previous ages. 

Coughlin said that after this war we have to go back to working and 
making things with our hands, not by machine. " we can't go back to the 
way ОҒ living we had before the war.

Rev. John C. Vismara, pastor of St. Catherine’s parish, 
Detroit, is chairman of the solicitation committee which 
includes al! the pastors of the archdiocese, 


Preliminary announcement of ihe campaign will be 
made in all the parishes today and the organization of 
parish committees will begin. Literature which explains 
the purpose and needs of the drive will be distributed to 
the people. On Sunday, April 30, sermons explaining in 
detail the purpose of the drive will be given in all the 
parishes. The same day 8 systematic solicitation of all 
the parishes for contributions and pledges will begin. 


The first such drive in the history of the Detroit 
Archdiocese was inaugurated last year. The funds ob- 
tained enable the Archbishop to provide for extra-parish 
activities, activities which are usually beyond the means 
and the scope of the individual parishes. The need for 
such a fund has already been demonstrated by work which 
was begun during the past year, thanks to the generosity 
of the Catholics of Detroit. 


The goal of this year's campaign is the same as last 
year, $500,000. Last year, 100,310 persons oversubscribed 
the goal by $225,000. It is the hope of the Archbishop 
and the members of the various committees that the same 
good fortune will attend this year’s drive. By far the vast 
majority of the fund was derived from smail donations, 


--а fact which-is-atbested to by the large-number of donors, - 


over 100,000. Again this year the solicitors are being urged 
to concentrate on the small donors in order that all the 
Catholics of the Archdiocese may know that they have а 
personal interest and a personal stake in the spiritual 
and material development of the Church in Detroit.

Mexican colonies in Pontiac, Bliss- 
field, Adrian and Ypsilanti. 


Missions in Suburbs 


In the West Eight Miie road sec- 
tion, Our Lady сі Victory mission 
was established in a renovated store 
building to serve the colored people 
of that area. 


In another suburban area a group 
of Catholic families found it im- 
possible to get transportation to 
their parish church. The Develon- 
ment Rund helped the pastor to re- 
pair and renovate а nearby pbuild- 
ing аз а temporary piace for divine 
services. He also was enabled to 
buy а piece of ізгі for the possible 
erection of а new parish building 
after the war. About 500 persons 
now attend Sunday Mass there, and 
100 children receive weekly cate- 
chism lessons. 


In the Willow Run village area 
а priest, who used a trailer for a 
rectory, offered Sunday Mass in a 
cafeteria for some months. Now he 
conducts services in the village the- 
atre and holds adult instruction 
classes in his new rectory, a four- 
room war housing apartment. 
Twice а week he also conducts chil- 
dren's classes in а public school. А 
pre-fabricated chapel is being erect- 
ed. This entire project, known as 
St. Alexis mission, was made pos- 
sible by the Development rund. 


Technical Training 


War conditions precluded any ef- 
fort towards the establishment? of 
a Gatholic technical high school. 
However, the Archdiocesan Devel- 


opment Fund was able to render! 
important assistance to our раго-! 


chial school system by aiding in 
the establishment of a department 
of vocational education with а 
competent director in charge. A 
supplementary program of techni- 
cal education was Inaugurated last 
January in cooperation with the 
U, 5. government and the Detroit 
Board of Education, Fourteen tech- 
nical courses are now available іо 
parochial high school boys. "These 
courses are conducted every after- 
noon in- seven- centers Awidely- scat- 
tered throughout the city. No fee 
is charged for this special train- 
ing and regular scholastic credits 
may be gained by those who attend 
the courses. 


Vocational training for youth is 
a natural development in sn arch- 
diocese located in America’s lead- 
ing industrial center. Many Cathe- 
lic boys have talents which only 
a trade school can properly devel-

Though the 
presence of true friends may enchant us and their smiling 
words charm wus, yet love itself is not revealed, but only its 
effects. A parent's embrace is not love: neither are friendly 
compliments or even a mother’s kiss. They are only the ear- 
nest, human attempts to materialize something that is spir- 
tual. They only hint at a precious tenderness that the soul 
of man conceals, The whisper of sympathy or the sad sob of 
grief is not love itself, but the pitiable echoes from the guard- 
ed vault of an affectionate spirit. Even the heart is only a 
symbol of love. Surely, no inch or ounce of human flesh 
could encompass the expansive goodness of maternal devo- 
tion or the creature’s restless straining for His Creator. Per- 
haps that is why we speak so often of broken hearts. 


St. John in his inspired writings reveals that “God is 
Love.” In this world, however, we see even Divine Love only 
in disguise. What are the vast creation, the beauty of а 
starlit sky, the wonder of a surging sea, the pageant of the 
night and day, but Love's disguises? In Christ's favorite lan- 
guage of parables, He taught all human souls to look for Him 
as the Good Shepherd, as the eompassionate Samaritan, as 
the Father of the Prodigal Son. To tell of the intimacy of 
His affection for men, the Divine Master spoke of Himself as 
“the Bread of Life.” In order that there be no mistaking of 
Love's disguise, in the quiet of the Supper chamber our Lord 
took bread and wine and changed them into His Sacred Body 
and Blood, | 


The more we attempt to meditate upon the full signifi- 
cance of the Sacred Passion of our Savior, the more we real- 
ize the need of penetrating the disguises of Divine Love. As 
we look upon the bruised and bleeding Body of the Man upon 
the Cross, faith rushes to our aid and whispers that He is 
God, offering His Life as the measure of His affection for each 
human soul. Christ could have chosen no more understand- 
able method of revealing His Love for men than the eloquent 
language of suffering. There is а value in pain, а worth in 
sorrow, a price in sacrifice that the human mind can esti- 


mate. When Divine Love is interpreted im the visible perms- 
of a thorn-pierced brow, of blood-stained cheeks, parched. 


lips, arms stretched to breaking. feet pierced with nails and 
the heart crushed, then men's eyes can see and comprehend, 
because there is a human measure of evaluating that love. 
If a person has ever felt the fever of blushing humilia- 
tion; if his heart has quivered with the anguish of pain; if 
his soul has borne the weight of sorrows, then he can par- 
Haly understand the intensity of Divine Love in disguise.

After visiting | 
the homes, the priest in charge now 
has 257 children for instruction 
classes twice a week. Fifty will 
make their First Holy Communion 
this spring. The mission is named 
after St. Bernadette. | 

In the West Eight Mile road sec- 
tion, Qur Lady of Victory Mission 
was established in а renovated 
store building to serve the colored 
people of that area. Approximately 
fifty people now attend Sunday | 
Mass, twenty-one receive religious 
instruction each week and forty-two 
public school children attend relig- 
ious classes Saturday mornings. |

impossible to get transportation to 
their parish church.

Development Fund Meets 
Special Diocesan Needs 


The needs of a diocese are dis- 
tinct from those of а parish or 
group of parishes. Just as the State 
of Michigan, for instance, has 2 
Work of its own which is distinct 
from the combined function of its 
counties, so the Archdiocese of De- 
troit, ава unit in Church organiza- 
tion, has a task of its own which 
is seperate from the combined ac- 
tivities of its parishes. 

The archdiocese receives an an- 
nual contribution from the parish- 
es, but this revenue covers only the 
bare maintenance of some diocesan 
fecilities—chancery administration, 
seminary maintenance, etc. These 
reyenues provide nothing for spec- 
ізі activities or expansion to meet 
new needs of а large community. 

Archdiocesan heeds are grouped 
under two heads: Today's Service 
and Tomorrow's Expansion. Ta- 
day's Service includes & broadening 
of the archdiocese's day-to-day pro- 
gram of religious, charitable and so- 
cial welfare activities. "'loriorrow's 
Expansion, includes projects which 
cannot be carried out now because 
of construction restrictions. Іі 
funds for these are raised now, the 
archdiocese wil not have to go into 
debt when the time for expansion 
comes and when money may be 
much more difficult to obtain than 
it is now. In the meantime SCTV- |

to poison our water supplies, to bomb our factories, to attack de- 
fenseless citizens with deadiy germs and to sabotage our battle- 
ships. 

Before Congress, in conscience, dare pass legislation to lift the 
embargo, thereby making us an arsenal for one group of nations 
and a target for others, let Congress and the Administration first 
remove the menace of the red and brown invisible army which 
threatens the civilian population of America; which threatens our 
innocent working men, women and little children. Either deport 
them and their ideologies to Russia or Germany where they belong 
or regiment them in concentration camps; for they have forfeited 
their citizenship and desecrated the very meaning of Americanism.

They may be able to destroy London and 
Paris and the great metropolitan cities of these nations; they may 
be able to cause financial, moral and political bankruptcy for Great 
Britain and France, but they will not be able to win the war. 


Who profited from the rape of Poland? 


If the war continues, encouraged by the lifting of the embargo, 
the red-starred troops of Josef Stalin will be held against the day 
when Hitler is no more and when the resources of Great Britain 
and Етапсе are exhausted. 


This is Stalin’s war; this is the Communists’ war; this 15 Anti- 
Christ's war and this will be Antichrist’s victory unless there is an 
immediate реасе- а. victory that will extend even to the shores of 
America unless we rid our nation of every Communist and Nazi 
and keep out of the biood busimess. What vulture descended to 
devour the corpse of that poor country? It was red Russia. And 
it will be red Russia who will devour both vanquished and victor 
following the European war, unless peace is quickly arrived at.

. We felicitate the United States Steel Corporation and its sub- 
sidiaries controlled by the House of J, Pierpont Morgan and 
Company £or the crimson profits they are about to acquire. 


We felicitate the Administration which, at long last, has solved 
the problem of unemployment. 


Although somewhat premature, this is likewise the day for 
extending our sympathy to the millions of workmen now hasten- 
ing back to the factories which soon will be closed; sympathy to 
the millions of taxpayers who soon will experience what their 
parents experienced before them, only in a greater degree; sym- 
pathy to the stockholders and industrialists who, as a penalty for 
having accepted fools’ gold, will feel the fanged teeth of revolution 
tear from their grasp their properties, if not their lives, and gener- 
ous sympathy to those deluded members of Congress and officers 
аі the Administration who believe that, by lifting the embargo, we 
will strike a blow against the red and brown Bolshevism of Europe 
and thus prevent foreign troops trespassing upon the shores of 
these United States, 


Fools’ gold and fools’ hopes long since have been associated in 
the annals of this world’s history. 


My friends, let us take a realistic view of what the lifting of the 
embargo entails for America. There is a world of wisdom in 
senator Vandenberg’s warning that, if we become an arsenal for 
one group of nations, we will become a target for another. Lifting 
the embargo makes us an arsenal for Britain and France and a 
target for Russia and Germany. To my mind, it means war for 
the United States—war within a year. All promises to the con- 
trary—and I hope Г am a pessimist—the young men of this nation 
will be under arms—yes, in the trenches—if the present European 
war 15 not terminated within a year. 


Already a devastating army has invaded our shores. Sworn to 
world revolution, its members have pervaded the ranks of labor, 
the halls of education, the pulpits of religion and the offices of 
government. Their leaders have been taken to our very bosom by 
an official act of recognition November, 1933. According to the 
Dies Committee, more than 2800 Bolsheviks occupy places of 
prominence in public offices. Numbering more than 100,000, these 
followers of Stalin, independent of their fellow travelers, are a 
living menace within our gates. They have blue-printed the arteries 
of communication—the telephone, telegraph and power lines. In 
view of their past performance in Mexico and Spain, we will not 





fied with the Administration, To re-emphasize this роті, the 
House of Representatives will be permitted only to vote on the. 
bill as a whole after it emerges from the Conference Committee. 


Candidly, this is discouraging to those who oppose the lifting of 
fhe embargo. The House of Representatives, from which body we 
expected so much support, will operate under a gag rule, and at 
least two-thirds of the Senators will sustain the Administration 
bill, Even the purgees—gentlemen like Mr. Tydings of Maryland 
— ; even the bitterest opponents of Mr. Roosevelt and his financial 
ройсіев--тпеп like Mr. Carter Glass of Virginia—are solidly be- 
hind the proposition of credit-and-carry and lifting the embargo. 


I also wish to report to you that many Senators and some Rep- 
resentatives have paid no heed to the millions of letters which you 
mailed to Washington. We, the people, in contacting our Repre- 
sentatives, exercised the only democratic right of petition which 
the Constitution affords us. Although our letters have outnumbered 
the opponents 10 to 1, it appears that the latter, іп many cases, 
were more influential than the former. You, the majority group, 
in these instances, have been out-pressured by the minority. And 
that minority group counts amongst its members, the international 
bankers, the international politicians, the war profiteers and the 
foreign propagandists—persons who think more of possibly ш- 
volving America in war through lifting the embargo than they do 
of preserving peace by keeping America out of the blood business. 
Every sign indicates that this minority group will dominate the 
Senators and Representatives. 


However, those Senators and Representatives who have sus- 
tained our point of view, and who will continue to do so, will not 
share the responsibility either for the blood-stained profits which 
will accrue to America or for the blood-stained corpses which these 
ptofits will send to their untimely graves. If this country becomes 
involved in the European war, let the responsibility for the mass 
murder of our youth rest upon the consciences of the embargo 
lifters. 


In anticipation of the victory about to be won by these embargo 
lifters, this, then, is an opportune occasion for felicitations. We 
felicitate the House of J, Pierpont Morgan and Company, the fiscal 
agents of Great Britain, who acted in the same capacity more than 
twenty years ago; the same House to which was paid the first 
millions of dollars which we and our parents raised through the 
flotation of the Liberty Bonds. 


We felicitate the British and French propagandists for having 
influenced certain Congressmen and public officials to-extend.credit 


and speculations, let us be candid enough to express the viewpoint 

that many of those who are supporting the credit-and-carry and 

the lifting of the embargo are planning either directly or indirectly 

for profits and to assist the internationalists in Britain and France. 

Upon closer anaiysis, however, their pian will prove to be a pro- 

gam unintentionally designed to help the red forces of godless 
115512. 


Let me re-assert this warning: Do not expect that the 12-million , 


troops under the command of Stalin will sacrifice themselves on 
the Siegfried lines. Stalin will let the German juggernaut spend 
its destructive forces against the Allies, knowing full well what 
will happen to all of them following the war. And once Hitler has 
been wiped out; once Britain and France have been weakened 
internally—-Stalin will come like a red vulture to fatten upon the 
social, financial and religious corpses. 


At least, that is my opinion; and that is my own interpretation 
of the words spoken by Pius XII when he warned us that if the 
nations engage in war, all may be lost. 


It is a misfortune—probably the greatest misfortune in modern 
history-—that Mr. Chamberlain’s policy of appeasement and of 
watchful waiting was not sustained. He was aware, as were many 
informed persons, that Hitlerism rapidly was losing support inside 
Germany. He was aware that within a year, or two years at the 
most, Adolf Hitler would have been liquidated by the aroused 
Catholics and Protestants among whom a strong opposition was 
crystallizing under the inspiration of such outstanding men as 
Bishop Von Gallen of Munster, The elements constituting this 
opposition were surfeited with the sufferings inflicted upon them 
by a madman who had trampled upon their liberties: a madman 
who was anxious to engage in a war abroad rather than face an 
internal eruption at home. 


Another year, I repeat, would have seen Hitler crushed by the 
Germans themselves. Another year would have seen Germany 
back in the folds of the nations. And another year of peace, I 
believe, would have spelled defeat to the internationalism of the 
atheistic, Christ-hating commissars who operate under the red star 
of Russia. They, too, would have been liquidated from within. 


However, the appeasement policies of Mr. Chamberlain were 
forced to surrender to the war policies advocated by the Churchills, 
the Edens and certain powerful interests in America who were 
more concerned with crushing Germany than with converting Ger- 
many and, possibly, indirectly concerned with the success of Com- 
munism rather than in the preservation. of peace. 





Their viewpoint, through diabolical propaganda and trickery, 
has carried the day even though this viewpoint means war with all 
its atrocities, its horrors and its aftermath of radical upheavals. 


Of course, the boys in this audience do not appreciate these 
observations. They're not supposed to appreciate them. They're 
only supposed to suffer and die. "They're only supposed to believe 
the fanciful dreams of those who promise they'll keep us out of 
war. They're only supposed to turn deaf ears to the veterans who 
have lived through the madness of Flanders Fields. They're only 
supposed to be emotionalized by catch-phrases of "saving the world 
for democracy," of “fighting а war to end wars.” They're only 
supposed to be mesmerized by history as it is written and not by 
history as it is lived. Of such stuff is cannon fodder made. 


But you older persons—you fathers and mothers; you men of 
my own age—you've grown somewhat cynical. For you there's no 
romance in war. For you there's little credence in the words of 
international politicians. For you there's little music in the bands 
that blare оп Main Street because you know that there are no 
bands playing in No Man's Land — no bands there except the 
cornet-playing of machine guns, the French horns of screeching 
shrapnel and the bass notes of big berthas keeping tempo with the 
incessant thumping of the bombs which sound like drums. 


These are the musical instruments of war—these and the fluted 
cries and clarinet calls of anguish and grief which sound their 
shrill farewell to life in the throats of the dying. 


Were Christ standing here today; were this a hillside in Pales- 
tine and were you those who constituted the Master's audience, І 
would ask you to turn your gaze upon one in your midst who 
interrupts the sermon—one of the Scribes or Pharisees—asking 
Him: “Master, what shall we do? Shali we pursue the pathways 
of peace or those that lead to war; shall we beat our plowshares 
into swords or shall we seek prosperity by beating our swords into 
the instruments of peace?” 


What would the Master say? 


Í do not know. But I do know that once He said that they who 
“take the sword shall perish with the sword." (Matthew 26:52) 


My friends, after what pattern will we Americans plan our 
prosperity? The pattern of the Prince of Peace or the pattern of 
the prince of lies—that arch-deceiver with whom we first became 
familiar in Scripture when he promised our first parents a divine 
prosperity if they would but eat the apple of destruction: 
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their convictions, not muzzled and handcuffed by an un-Amer- 
ican parliamentary procedure, 4 


"If the voters of America understood the un-American 
procedure to which their Representatives are being subjected, . 
probably they would ask us to vote down the entire bill if for 

. no other reason than because it is gag-rule legislation. And if 
the worse came to the worse, the defeat of such a gag-rule 
Conference Report would mean that the United States would 
وا‎ its status quo, under which we could get along fairiy 
well. 


“If I have given you an idea, І am glad of it because you 
can bring this to the attention of your audience, informing 
them that the millions of letters which they have sent to the 
members of the House of Representatives have been prac- 
tically disregarded by the Administration whose members pre- 
fer to attune their ears to the shrill whistle of the steam-rolier 
rather than to the pleas of the people. 


"Is that the kind о? democracy we enjoy? It is a democracy 
that is talked about in public but spurned by the officials who 
do most of the talking.

"P. S. Since writing you the above letter, T have secured a 
copy of the Bloom Bill with the Senate amendments, which 
lam enclosing for your information. You will observe that, 
as anticipated in the body of my letter, every particle of the 
Bloom Bill has been stricken out by the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, which means definitely that the final neu- 
trality legislation will not be written by the House of Repre- 
sentatives nor by the Senate of the United States, but by a 
Conference Committee of which Mr. Soi Bloom, as chairman 
of the House Foreign Relations Committee, will be the rank- 
ing member.” 


‚ My fellow citizens, I deemed it expedient to read the above 
important communication to you. In simpler language, it informs 
you that your Representative in the House will not have an oppor- 
tunity to debate or compose the clauses of the- Administration's 
neutrality bill; 1t further informs you that this great legislative 
body will be shelved temporarily, that it will be replaced by a Con- 
ference Committee, not selected by the House of Representatives 
as a whole or by the Senate’ as a whole, but by their presiding 
officers who, without casting any aspersions upon them, are identi- 





of Congress by the House, and to be passed at this special 
session of Congress by the Senate. This Conference Com- 
mittee will deliberate for a day or two in piecing together the 
House version of the bill with the Senate version of the bill. 
When the task of the Joint Conference Committee will be 
completed, the members of the House of Representatives will 
be given one hour to accept or reject the Conference Com- 
mittee Report. I say one hour; for this, according to рагпа- 
mentary procedure, is usually the time allotted for the discus- 
sion of а Conference Committee Report. In view of the tm- 
portance of this piece of legislation, the time may be extended 
to several hours, a full day, or even two or three days, But it 
is important for the people of America to understand that 
never has debate on the acceptance of a Conference Report 
been extended beyond a very limited period of time. 


"In other words"—-so continues the Congressman—‘the 
House of Representatives will have very little, if anything, to 
do with neutrality matters. The real legislation—steam-roller 
legislation, if you please—will be in the hands of a few mem- 
bers of the House Foreign Relations Committee, with Ad- 
ministration men like Mr. Sol Bloom guiding its destinies. 


“Мау 1 advise you, Father Coughlin, that this 15 not a seri- 
ous matter as far as the Senate 1s concerned, because this body 
of gentlemen will have had its say. But it is a serious matter 
for the country at large because we, the close Representa- 
tives of the people—the Representatives who were recetving 
nine-tenths of the mail—will be muzzled and our voices will 
not be heard. The way things are shaping in the House of 
Representatives, we will have an opportunity only to swallow 
the dose in one gulp or turn it down entirely; we must accept 
in its entirety the Administration’s neutrality bill or reject it 
in its entirety, without any worthwhile discussion. 


“At this point I doubt whether there are enough votes in the 
House to defeat the Admimistration’s program, I feel certain 
that there are not enough votes in the Senate. 


“In other words, we are being subjected to a gag rule. 
What American citizen is there who identifies gag rule with 
the processes of democracy? What American citizen chooses 
to have any legislation—particularly vital legislation like the 
neutrality bili—written by a few men who are members of the 
Conference Committee? 


"tf I know America, its people want their own Representa- 
tives to be heard ; its people want their Representatives-to vote 





And what of the promise? Was it fulfilled? 


Oh no! They lost Eden and its grandeur. They lost God and 
His vision. They lost everything for which their hearts craved— 
because they believed the promise of Satan and because they per- 
mitted themselves to become entangled in his unholy war against 
his Creator. 


_ The best way to keep out of war is to keep out of war with all 
its works and pomps. 


And the best way to hold fast to our peace is to busy ourselves 
with the philosophy of peace and the application of that philosophy 
to the instruments of peace. 


Remember, my friends, that in former years when the little and 
big "Sir Echoes” of the merchandisers of murder were pleading 
with us to keep the world safe for democracy and to fight a war to 
end all wars, Ambassador Page, the American representative in 
London, was sending telegrams to the Secretary of State telling 
him that the only way for American financiers to save their invest- 
menis abroad was to engage in war. Moreover, he said: “Perhaps 
our going to war is the only way in which our present pre-eminent 
trade position can be maintained and a panic averted.” 


What happened to our pre-eminent trade position? It withered 
almost to the vanishing point. 


500۷ well did we avert a panic? Let the experience of 1929 be 
our witness. Let the years between 1930 and 1939 rive testimony 
with the 10-million unemployed, with the institution of the dole, 
with the attempt to rectify our economic system by slaughtering 
pigs and burning corn and plowing under cotton. 


Just before we entered into the last World War, the same Am- 
bassador Page cabled President Wilson this message: “I think the 
pressure of this approaching crisis has gone beyond the ability of 
the Morgan financial agency for the British and French Govern- 
ments.” 


Commenting upon this well-known cablegram, Senator Gerald 
Nye has spread this observation on the Congressional Record: 
“Would it have been any more emphatic if Ambassador Page had 
said to the President: ‘The Morgans are at the end of their rope. 
The American bankers alone can carry this burden no further. It 
is now necessary, if America is to maintain her prosperity, for 
America to declare war against Germany’ ?" 


I need not remind you of the billions of dollars of debt—$14- 
billion to be exact—which we Americans canceled for the benefit of 
Europeans before.our entrance into the World. War, 








I need not remind you of tbe $11-billion which our Allies forgot 
to pay us following our entrance into the war. But I will remind 
you of certain expenses resulting from the last war which have 
escaped publicity. When our soldiers began landing on French 
soil, the French Government made us рау duty on every can of 
beans, on every kind of food, on all the war supplies which were 
being shipped to France to save democracy for 50-million French- 
men, 


When the war came to an end, the French Government tried to 
impose another duty on the same food and supplies which were 
left over before allowing us to bring them back home. 


When it came time to send American soldiers across the At- 
lantic, the Allies furnished some of the necessary boats. But they 
charged us an average of $160 for every soldier they transported. 


Despite the tremendous credit we extended to France during 
the war, the French Government exacted payment from our Gov- 
ernment for the damages incurred by France for the trenches 
which the American soldiers dug; and for the property destroyed 
by the exploding of American shells. 


While in France our soldiers dredged their harbors, built docks 
and erected thousands of miles of telephone and telegraph lines— 
all of which remained as permanent improvements to the country. 


And to top it all—and I am reading from page 12 of last Sun- 
day's "New York Times": “Under French law a concession fee 
becomes due on each grave (of an American soldier) every fifteen 
years. When the first time limits expired following the World 
War, it developed that the bodies of Americans were to be ex- 
humed and burnt in lime pits unless the fees were paid.” 


Ladies and gentlemen, many of the fallen soldiers who were 
sent abroad to fight the last World War are denied a decent resting 
place by the great democracy of France! Think of it-—unless we 
Americans pay France a perpetual rent for the graves in which 
our heroes are buried, their bodies are dug from these charnal 
houses and thrown into lime pits—the bodies perhaps of those sons 
whose death was announced to the mothers twenty-two years ago 
today. That's gratitude! 


That's some of the gratitude America received for having gone 
into the last war to help Гтапсе save democracy. 


That's the gratitude America may expect if it ever enters into 
another war to help any other European nation! 


There is a faint possibility that by Christmas, the birthday of 
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materials for war on the basis of а 90 days credit. That is an im- 
portant point, 


This substitution of credit for cash was anticipated by all ob- 
servers who appreciated the inability of both Great Britain and 
France to pay honest cash. Conclusions were based not only on 
the past record of Great Britain and France, but on the financial 
fact that these two empires have no more than $10-billion of avail- 
able cash to use in any project. 


А more important point of interest to this audience deals with 
the manner іп which Congress will vote either to retain the em- 
bargo on arms or to lift it, Here is an astounding disclosure upon 
which lovers of representative government may meditate: 


No adequate opportunity will be afforded the House of Repre- 
sentatives either to discuss the merits or demerits of the new neu- 
irality bil, or even to write the bill.

“Then we are ready for the next step of parliamentary 
procedure. When the Senate finishes writing into the bill 
those articles which are pleasing to the Senators, the bill wiil 
be returned to the House of Representatives with the request 
that the members of the House will support all the Senate 
amendments. Of course, the House of Representatives will 
retuse to do that. 


"Then follows the next step: A Conference Committee will 
be appointed by the President of the Senate and the Speaker 
of the House either to write a complete new bill or to change 
any part of the bill already passed at the last regular session

Не stated that Hiss SCHULTE handles all circulation nroblemé and that all 

orders within the past few years as to policy and so on have emanated fron 

E. P, SOHWARTZ who has been Managing Editer of the magazine since its founding. 


Mr. PLEWS related that he knew of no outside connections of 
Reverend Father COUGHLIN in. connection with this magazine; that nothing hae 
ever come to his attention which would reflect thet Father COUGHLIN had any 
financial or other type of backing from any other persons or groups or foreign 
sources. Мг. PINS offered as an example that the paper iteclf is a money 
making proposition: that he estimates it costo a total of two and one-half 
cents to get out a copy of the paper and that the net average income per copy 
to the Social Justice Publishing Conpeny is six cents, which would make a 
profit of three and one-half cents per сору and, on the basis of present 
circulation, would net a weekly profit of approximately five thousand dollars, 
Ме. PLENS related that he hag at some time in the past met the parents of 
Father COUGHLIN who, according to previous information, are the supposed 
registered ownere of the Social Justice Publishing Company, but PLOWS states 
he has never traneacted any business with the parents of Father COUGHLIN and 
never һас received пау instructions from them regarding the printing of the 
paper and never at any time discussed the paper with them. 


Mr. PLEWS stated definitely that for the past few years he 
has received no instructions from Father COUGHLIN relative to the printing 
of the paper although he states, as previously set out, he did previously

Hr. PLEWS related further that during 1938 for a period ef 
approximately six months Mr. S. С, BOYNTON was the General Manager of the 
Social Justice Publishing Company, and it was during that peried that the 
contract between the Social Justice Publishing Company and The Cunso Pross 
Incorporated wae broken and given to а local Detroit firm, Hr. PLENS advised 
that theresfter The Guneo Preso incorporated instituted suit and that the ” 
contract was again given to The Cuneo Press and they have held it since that. 
time. Mr. PLIERS further related that it hae always been the policy of The — 
Cuneo Presa Incorporated to have their attorney read the material before 1% 
is printed to avoid any charges of libel against The Cuneo Press, 


Му, PLS further stated that one LEO REARDON was a promotion 
man for the Sooinl Justice Publishing Company during some poriod of its 
existence, the time of which he doss not remember, and that in 
any possible foreign element in this paper he related that he remembers that 
around 1938 or previous thereto LEO REARDON was sent to Germany by someone 
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 wnknown to PLEWS on some kind of an unknown mission. PLEWS knows nono of the 
details relative thereto, He does not know the present location of REARDON. 


According to the bost knowledge of Mr, PLEBS he does not know 
who actually writes the articles or editorials appearing іп "Social Justice" 
inaemuch as he has never discussed that with anyone. 


Through a confidential source Agent reviewed the file of The 
Cuneo Press concerning the Social Justice Publishing Company and it vas noted 
that the init4al issus of this magazine was issued on March 13, 1936, and 1t 
is to ba noted from the filo that there appears to be no correspondence or other 
papers emanating from there to Father COUCHLIN after 1936; thst all the cor- 
fespondenee and other papers are with the Social Justice Publishing Company, 
Royal — Wi chi gan. 


| | ` Through the same confidential source copies of the various 
contradts for the Social Justice Publishing Company entered into with The 
Cuneo Presa: Insorporated for the publishing of the weekly paper "Social Justice" 
were obtained. The originais of same, however, were not seen by Agent as they 
"as locked up in the office of JOHN CUNEO, President of the Company, and were 
not available at the біле. These typewritten copies, however, are being for . 
warded te the Bureau herewith, it ia to be noted that the original contract 
was entered into January 15, 1936, end signed by the Radio League of the Little 
Flower, CHARLES E, COUGHLIN, President; that thereafter on January 17, 1936, 
there was a letter directed from The Cuneo Press to the Radio League of the 
Little Flower in reference to the assignment of the contract to another 
organization on the part of the Radio League of the Little Flower.

partner with ROBERT POWERS in the operation of Arnold Powers Incorporated, 
550 West Lafayette Avenue, Detroit, Michigan, related that hie company did set 
the type for the weekly publication, "Social Juatise", and that they have . 
hed such а contract fer the past two or three ўвага, "He saîd that а new con- 
trast was entered into within the past two or three months; that arrangements
